"Soil Management for 
Potato 
Production” was the subject of 
an interesting taik given by John 
W. Sims. soils specialist of Michi­ 
gan State College, at the first IT. 
F 
potato show at the main ex­ 
hibition building at 
the 
fair­ 
grounds yesterday. 
He said in part 
Soil management 
for 
potato 
production will vary a great deal 
In different sections of the state 
recording to the type of soil, and 
am ount of rainfall, 
and 
other 
d l m a t i r 
conditions 
However, 
there are a num ber of essentials 
that are necessary in any section. 
Iii spite of the fact that a great 
deal of fertilizer, both 
comtner- 
n a l and barnyard, is used for tho 
preparation of the field for po­ 
tatoes. they are not a heavy feed­ 
er of plant food 
One hundred 
and fifty bushel crop of potatoes 
needs .ll 
pounds of nitrogen. 
UV j pounds of phosphoric 
acid 
and 45 pounds of potash 
Com­ 
pare this with a twenty-five bush­ 
el crop of wheat, 
which 
needs! 
4 2 ' r Pounds of nitrogen. 16-6-1 •> 
pound* of phosphoric acid and 21 
pounds of potash, and you 
will 
readily see that potatoes are not 
an extremely hard crop on 
the 
poll. 
However 
the crop I- pro­ 
duced In a very short time. From 
the time that potatoes are well 
set until they are large enough to 
dig Ii a comparatively short time 
Then, the potato plant must have 
Sti plant food and moisture su p­ 
p ly available at all tin e s in order 
t o fnaure good production, and we 
Irannot afford to neglect nnv one 
mf the factors which will tend to 
hnake leas risk 
because the pota­ 
t o crop has a hleh per acre cost. 
IThe cost of seed. the amount of 
BaV'r that Is put Into the crop, 
t h e care that must he elven It In 
t h e way of spraying, etc.. Is more 
th a n most other crops 
We must \ 
{realize that In all farm operations 
(thoro la more or less risk and one 
breeds to do everything possible In 
Irrder t© eliminate as much of this 
Vie* aa la possible 
Pnfato F lan ts Need M oisture. 
The potato contains 
a 
great 
deal of molstuTW 
Resides this a I 
great deal of moisture is peres- 
sary to dlanolve the 
amount 
of 
plant food that Is placed In 
the 
roll for the use of the 
potato 
plant, and a great 
deal 
more 
m oisture la needed to supply the 
Vlant with moisture for carrying 
this plant food Into the plant and 
go keep the plant from 
wilting ! 


All of the plant food that the po­ 
tato plant takes must he in so­ 
lution 
So 
we must not 
only 
supply a good amount of 
plant 
food to the soil, hut we must al­ 
so have the soil 
maintain 
the 
proper amount of moisture d u r­ 
ing tile growing season. 
Organic 'l a t t e r K-nential. 
This means that the soil must 
have a good supply 
of 
organic 
matter or humus. 
Organic m at­ 
ter should he active, that is. in 
the decaying form 
So ordinarily 
we find that potato soils are su p­ 
plied with a large 
am ount 
of 
barnyard manure which is 
per­ 
haps one of the best forms of or­ 
ganic m atter that we have avail­ 
able. 
Very often, however, 
the 
supnly of barnyard m anure is not 
sufficient to supply our needs In 
this case many potato producers 
of the state ar** finding it of ad ­ 
vantage to use green m anure, es­ 
pecially some of the leeumeH. Of 
course, nearly all of them 
will 
use a sod hut ordinarily most of 
the top growth is taken off and 
this does not supply the maxi­ 
mum or even the needed am ount 
of organic matter. 
A good supply 
of organic matter In the soil in­ 
sures good physical condition. 
If 
the soil Is rath er heavy. It 
will 
not become so hard, and lf it is 
rath er sandy. 1» will have suffi­ 
cient h um us In it to make it pack 
fairly well. 
It will hold mois­ 
ture. 
This summer 
the 
fields 
which were well supplied 
with 
organic matter were not affected 
by the drv weather 
nearly 
so 
much as those which were very 
deficient. 
So one of the first fac­ 
tors to consider In preparing 
a 
soil for the production of pota­ 
toes is to he sure that the soil 
has a good supply of active or­ 
ganic m atter 
supplied either bv 
the use of barnyard m a n u re 
or 
green manuring, or bv a com bina­ 
tion of both 
The organic matter 
should he well incorporated Into 
the sail. 
If a green manuring 
crop 
Is 
used it should he plowed at least 
two weeks previous to the time of 
planting 
When 
plowed 
and 
planted right away the decay of 
the organic matter very often has 
a detrimental 
effect 
upon 
the 
sprouting of the seed piece 
It Is 
also difficult to pack the aub-sur- 
face as well as It should he. 
Hunt Food Needed. 
After the supply 
of 
organic 
m atter Is token care of. we must 
carefully consider the am ount of 


plant food, and for potatoes 
a 
maximum supply of plant 
food 
should be available at all times 
during the growing season When 
considering the am ount of plant 
food necessary, three factors must 
lie considered. 
First, the type of 
soil; second, how the 
soil 
has 
been handled; and third, the kind 
of a crop to he grown. 
Even e a r ­ 
ly and late potatoes need differ­ 
ent trea tm e n t when 
planted 
at 
different times of the year, 
be­ 
cause of soil temperature. 
Soils Are D ifferent. 
Soils differ a great deal, not 
only in their texture but as to 
the am ount of plant food in them. 
We have up-land soils In the state 
of Michigan that vary from 1300 
to 3800 pounds of nitrogen to the 
plow acre. from 
550 
to 
1100 
pounds of phosphorus, and from 
2 4.0 00 to 50,000 pounds of po­ 
tash per plow acre. 
The nitrogen 
varies almost directly in accord­ 
ance with the am ount of organic 
matter which the soil contains, 
because practically all of the ni­ 
trogen In the soil Is in the organic 
matter. 
A soil low 
In 
organic 
matter is low in nitrogen. 
The 
potash varies almost directly as to 
the texture of the soil. 
That is. 
sand has a great deal less potash 
than a clay. 
And all of our soils 
in the State are very low In phos­ 
phorus. 
Type of Fertilizers. 
Some may object to the use of 
commercial fertilizers where they 
have a good supply of barnyard 
manure. 
Average results of tests 
conducted gave the following re­ 
sults: 
W h ere no fertilizer and 
no m an u re was used, the average 
yield was 175.5 bushels; 
where 
commercial fertilizer alone 
was 
used. 
209 
bushels 
per 
acre; 
where m a n u re alone was used. 
221 bi 
bushels 
per 
acre; 
hut 
where both m a n u re and com m er­ 
cial fertilizer were used. the vield 
was 2fi5 bushels per acre. 
It is 
not a problem of seeing which Is 
the better, the m a n u re 
or 
the 
commercial fertilizer, it Is hest to 
use both of them to, get hest re­ 
sults. 
T h ere Is no controversy be­ 
tween the use of barnyard m a ­ 
nure 
and 
commercial 
fertilizer, 
because barnyard m a n u re Is one 
of the best fertilizers that 
we 
ever had nnd perhaps ever 
will 
have. hut we do not have enough 
of It. 
For potato production the 
plant food contained In barnvnrd 
m anure is not 
quickly 
enough 
available, so we need to use It to 
supply organic m a tte r and some 
plant food and In addition 
use 
some form of plant food that 
Is 
more quickly available to get the 
hest yield per acre. 
T here 1s a 
great deal of difference of opin­ 
ion at the present time, and al­ 
ways will he. as to 
Just 
what 


analysis fertilizer should be used 
on any crop. 
Results of experi­ 
ments which we have conducted 
compell us to recommend either 
the 2-12-6, the 4-16-4 or th e 4- 
16-8 on all upland soils, the a n a ­ 
lysis depending upon w hether or 
not m an u re or a green m anuring 
crop has 
been 
used, 
and 
in 
am ounts from 400 pounds up. On 
o ur muck soils, however, we have 
an entirely different proposition. 
There the recommendations 
are 
either an 0-8-24 or an 0-8-32. and 
in am ounts ranging from 400-800 
pounds per acre placed below the 
seed if possible. 
Muck soils have 
an entirely different composition 
than mineral soils. 
In summ arizing to fit a soil 
for potato production, be 
sure 
there is a good supply of the ac­ 
tive organic matter. 
This being 
supplied either in the 
form 
of 
barnyard m a n u re or some green 
m anuring crop. 
Then there must 
he a good supply of plant food, 
supplied not only in the form of 
barnyard manure, which is quite 
slowly available, 
hut 
barnyard 
m anure supplemented with some 
quicker available plant food 
In 
the form of commercia! fertilizer. 
This 
commercial 
plant 
food 
should contain from 2 to 4% of 
nitrogen, from 12 to 16% phos­ 
phoric acid and from one-half to J 
two-thirds as much of potash as 
phosphoric acid. 
Not less 
than 
400 pounds of fertilizer should be 
applied per acre and depending 
upon the capacity of the soil to 
use fertilizer, as time goes on, we 
may 
increase 
this 
minimum 
amount. 
In some 
states. 
particularly 
Maine, a ton of commercial fer­ 
tilizer Is used per acre in a great 
many Instances. 
However, they 
have more rainfall then w’e have 
In this state. 
We are improving 
our 
seed 
stork all the time, which tends to 
increase yield. 
We are learning 
to control diseases 
and 
insects 
which effect potatoes, which tends 
to increase yield. 
We are bette r­ 
ing our tillage practices, 
which 
also tends to Increase yields. And
